Population, 
The Population continued to show a small 
rise, and has increased by 1,154 since 197. 


Births & Birth Rates. 

The Birth Rate was the hignest since 1948, 
and substantially higher than the National & County Rates, 

The number of Still & Illegitimate Births 
remained stbstantially the same as for the preceding year, and 
they compare favourably with National Statistics. 


Deaths & Death Rates. 

The General Death Rate decreased slightly 
and is exactly the same as the National & County Deaths Pates. 

The number of Cancer Deaths was the same 
aaume, preceding year, ceiving a Cancer Death Rate similar to the 
Nathonal Rate. 

There was a considerable reduction in the 
number of Violent & Accidental Deaths. 

. There was some increase in the number of 

Infant Deaths, but the Infant Mortality Rate compares reasonably 
well with the National Rate. 

There were no recorded deaths from 
Tuberculosis for the 6th successive year. 


Infectious Diseases. 

The incidence of Infectious Tisease was 
low, and consisted mainly of measles, whooping cough. and Scarlet 
PeEVELr. 

Only 2 feesh cases of Pulmorsiry Tuberculosis 
were notified, a large reduction on the previous yeir. 


Milk Supplies. The result of milk sampling showed 100. 
Satisfactory samples, over half the samples taken 108) were 
from Schools. 


Water Supplies. 10G, of samples were Satisfactorys 
Ice Cream 92.7% of samples were Satisfactory, 5.21% 


Doubtful, and 2.09 Unsatisfactory. 


General Food Control. 

The hygienic standard of the manufacture 
& handling of food is reasonably good. Very few complaints were 
received, and no cases of food~poisoning reported, 

There was a slight increase in the total 
number of animals slaughtered, and the volume cf work at the 
Slaughterhouse continue? to be heavy. Structural improvements 
are long overdue. 
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Housing. 

The Housing Programme has lost momentum over the 
Decne wears. [has ae renlecGed in ever inereasing re~housing 
lists. 

A thorough investigation & study of the application 
list is required, followed by a balanced Housing Programme 
to meet the needs,
